Vitality of Seeds 


Two years ago a few peas, in a 
very dry and hard state, were found 
na sarcophagus containing t mum- 
my, in the course of certain excava- 
tions going onın Egypt The idea 
was conceived of testing the vitihty 
of these peas, buried as they had been 
for thousands of years Three of 
them were planted, which veget ited 
and produced enough to cover, in the 
year following, a considerable field 
Some of the stalks grew to the height 
of more thin six fect, and attamed a 
size which was altogether extraordi- 
nary, and a strength which rendered 
them sclf supporting The flowers 
were white and rose colored, and of 
delicious freshness The pods were 
grouped on either side of the stalk in 
a sort of circular zone toward the top, 
and not regularly distributed througn- 
out the plant, as in the common pea 
Tt 1s beleved by those who have ex 
amined this ancient pea and tested its 
edible qualities that it belongs to the 
family of our gardens, but that ıt is a 
specii? yanety distinguished by the 
characteristics above mentioned in 1e 
gard to the form of the stalk ant the 
disposition of the pods 

In corroboration of the fact that 
seeds will retain their vitality for an 
indefinite period when embedded deep 
in the earth, Professor Von Leldreich, 
of Athens, Greece, states that on re- 
moval of the mass of slag accnmulat- 
ed an working the Launum silver- 
mines, some fifteen hundred years ago, 
a quantity of a speores of glaucum, or 
horn poppy, has made ils appewance, 
and, whit is remarkable, ıt proves to 
be a new and undescribed species to 
which the name glarawmn sermere has 
been given Protessor Niven, of the 
Hull Botame Garden, England, in 
further corroboration of tho same fact, 
mentiona several instances of extraor- 


diawry vilahty of seeds, fiom his own 
observation, and = romarks that, 
“ Poubuless the absenco of ur, an 
equable and unvarying condition as 
regards moisture and temperature, and 
above all the complete neutralization 
of the physical influence of the sun- 
hght, constitute the means by which 
rature exercises a preservative power 
in seeds as astounding as 1t 1s interest- 


made strong in those attributes that

MINNLUAMA COUNT 


This county 1s situated on the east- 
ern border of this territory, between 
the 43 and 44th parallel, ind ts the 
third county north of the Missouri 
nyer Jt is Loundcd on the east hy 
Minnesot t, west, no th und south, by 
the counties of Moody, Like, Turner, 
McCook and Lincoln, Dakota territo 
ry, as thirty six miles in length by 
ünrty-four miles in width, contaimng 
733,360 acres. It 13 achnowledged to 
be the best watered county in the ter- 
ritory, the prinerpal stream being the 
Big Sioux river, which runs centrally 
through the county, north and south, 
with its miny tributaries, the largest 
of which are Split Rock and Skunk, 
the outlet of Skunk Like flowing 
from the northwest.

SIOLY FAILS 


Sioux Falls is the county seat of 
Minnehaha county, locsted on the Big 
Sioux river, and 15 mnety miles north 
of Sioux City The place derives its 
nime from a series of beautiful cas

publec school houses, one grist mill,
